is hydrogen or a group of formula -(CO)-O-R'*, 
Y is hydrogen or a group of formula -(CO)-O-R^, and 

R"*, R^ and R^ each independently of one another are the radical of an alcohol or 

amine, 
comprising 

reacting the 1,3,5-triazine carbamate of formula (II) at a temperature of 40 to 120°C 
with an alcohol or an amine in the presence of at least one catalyst selected from the group 
consisting of tin compounds, cesium salts, alkali metal (hydrogen)carbonates and tertiary 
amines.
